DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to the applicant's communication filed on 6/25/2005. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-2, 6-9, 14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Catalano (US 4,845043). 

Catalano discloses a method of making a PIN semiconductor device by 
depositing a at least a layer doped with a doping agent and layer of another type 
deposited on said doped layer in a single reaction chamber, wherein the deposition 
steps of said layers are separated by a dosing operation for avoiding the contamination 
by the doping agent of said another layer. Catalano teaches boron doped silicon layer 
and then dosing (flushing) with gaseous mixture capable of reaction with excess doping 
contaminants prior to the deposition of intrinsic silicon layer(see abstract). Catalano 
further discloses performing the dosing at a temperature in the range of 200-300 C, 
pressure 0.5 torr (0.666 mill bar), for time period of 10 minutes, wherein reactive gases 
are NH 2 F; NHCI 2 ; NH 2 CI etc., (see col.5, lines 10-25). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4, 15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Catalano. 

Catalan© does not discloses ammonia or NH 3 as bi-product but not as precursor 
in the flushing operation. However, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art that the NH3 can equally act in removal of the contaminants because the nature 
of the reactivity of NH 3 with doping compound of boron either BF 3 or B 2 H 6 .(see col. 2, 
lines 5-23 

Claims 3, 5 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

Applicant's remarks/ arguments with respect to claims 1-9, 14-15 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
